County Fair 
This evening in the social rooms of 
the Methodist church will occupy a 
novel entertainment, given under the 
auspices of the Ladies' Ald society 
Many of the I n t e r n i n g and hum or­ 
ous events which take place at an 
ordinary County Fair, so poular in 
the fall of the year, will have their 
representations at the entertainment 
tonight. 
The general public la in­ 
vited to patronize this event and thus 
show their patriotism. 


Canteens and rest stations for the 
French and American troops will be 
established at once in France by the 
American Red Cross. 
The War Council has been trying 
to find out just what the Red Cross 
could do most effectively to hearten 
the French army and to give to 
French soldiers a token of the fact 
that America Is with her ally with 
all her power. The French army offi­ 
cer* have told the Red Cross that 
canteens and rest stations would do 
more for the immediate welfare and 
contentment of the soldiers than any­ 
thing else that could be done. There­ 
fore, the problem is going to be met 
thoroughly and at once. 
The poilus came out of the tren ­ 
ches, to go home on leave, mud- 
stained. vermin-covered, reeking with 
infection. 
They are marched to the 
nearest rail-head in that condition, 
where, perhaps, they find a little sta­ 
tion with scanty accomodations for a 
dozen passengers. 
The Red Cross 
is going 
to 
put 
shower-bath* there, and laundries 
and mending and disinfecting rooms, 
w hich w ill remove the menace of dirt 
and disease which these men carry 
to their homes. 
Then there will be 
rest-rooms where they can read and 
write and play games, to make the 
transition to civilian life easter, and 
small stores 
where they can 
buy 
tinned delicacies, tobacco, and odds 
and ends. 
Similar canteens will be opened at 
the railroad junction-av here the men 
must walt enroute. 
At some of them 
now these men, still trench-stained, 
have to lie on station platforms all 
night. 
There will be dormitories at 
such places, and lunch-rooms at alt 
of them where hot 
meals 
can 
be 
bought at a price just above coat. 
Nearly fifty thousand soldiers are 
pas-lng through eleven of these sta 
ttons every day. 
They will have a 
convincing proof of American friedlt- 
nes* when they find American women 
the Women’s Bureau 
Is 
now 
re­ 
cruiting fifty of them for such ser­ 
vice— ready to help them. 


Just behind the firing line the Red 
Crow will put field canteens. 
Ex­ 
tending the work already begun by 
the French Red Cross, we shall see 
that every corps of the French army, 
and ultimately our own, has one of 
these stations, which wilt supply hot 
and cold drinks to the men who ar* 
fighting. 
Many of them now have 
nothing to relieve their thirst except 
their day’s ration which they carry 
In containers which may be smashed 
at any minute. 
The canteen Is placed in or near 
the second line, and refreshing drinks 
are carried right Into the front tr e n ­ 
ches. 
Each station can keep about 
125 gallons of hot drinks at the boil­ 
ing point, and has several thermos 
containers holding six to twelve gal­ 
lons apiece.

The F irst F ly Fishers. 
Doubtless the reason why artificial 
flies w ero originally invented was be­ 
cause it was Impossible to use tbs 
smaller and more delicate natural file® 
as baits on the hook. The first fly fish­ 
er cast bls eyes about blin In search of 
something that would answer as imi­ 
tating the files upon which the trout 
were feeding. Feathers were naturally 
the first materials thought of, and the 
old red cock’s hackle was the first of 
all the artificial Insects, the old, old 
Adam of them alt The breed has been 
increasing several hundred years and 
numbers 2,000 or more at the present 
day. 
Of salmon flies alone there are 
several hundred patterns. 
These be­ 
long to the lure order mostly, as do 
many of the large flies used for bass 
and trout 
The little old red hackle 
remains a good fly to this day and is 
put upon bodies of many colors, pea­ 
cock hart being perhaps as well liked 
as anything. 
Red wool is favored by

The main object of every patriotic 
person Is to win the war. 
Of course 
there Is in the country an anti-war 
feeling. 
There are men who are con- 
& ieuiii'usly opposed to tho draft and 
who tiro making the mists®* of oppos­ 
ing tile draft ufter it bas beau enacted 
into law. 
There ara mea who are ex­ 
posing everything that would help the 
war. 
It is uot difficult to locate such 
men lf they are given to public utter­ 
ance. and most of them are. 
Bur there is another very large class 
or men, in congress and out of it, who 
are Just as anxious that tho war should 
be a success as any of the men who are 
actively engaged bi Its management, 
but who differ as to means and meth­ 
od*. 
It is rather hard on these men, 
who think they ere right, to class them 
as disloyal and charge them with "help­ 
ing the kaiser.'* 
Man Changa Their Views. 
It lins tieen a very popular thing on 
the part of the Republicans during the 
last four years to quote Woodrow Wil­ 
son in opimsltlon to I'resldent Wilson 
in order to show that the latter totally 
disagrees with rho former, or, in other 
words, that what Mr. Wilson said bo­ 
ron* he became president bas Loon dis­ 
regarded since he became president 
But men change their minds. 
Sev­ 
eral times lately tliere baa been printed 
in the Congressional Record a legal 
opinion by George W. 
Wlcktrshatn 
when ho wns attorney general under 
T aft which declares absolutely, with a 
lot of sustained arguments, that under 
the constitution the militia of the Unit­ 
ed States could not be sent out of the 
country.
